Sedgwick who served with distinction 
in the Civil 
W ar 
until 
killed 
at 
Spottsylvama 
in 
May 
1864. 
The 
sculptor, H. K. Bush-Brown, exerted 
every effort to have every part of 
the statue true to life and those who 
knew General Sedgwick say that he 
worked with remarkable success. The 
monument overlooks the 
Valley 
of 
Death and faces the Peach Orchard, 
occupying the very position held by 
General Sedgwick upon his arrival at 
Gettysburg.

Will Feature Ob*ervance of 50th An­ 
niversary, Battle of Hanover. 


Former Resident of the County Killed 
Instantly on Railroad.

A meeting called for the purpose of 
making plans for the proper obser­ 
vance of the 50th anniversary of the 
Battle of Hanover was held in Han­ 
over Monday night. 
Burgess Sheely 
was elected chairman and L. P. Horn 
secretary. It was decided to have the 
main streets decorated with 
electric 
lights; also the monument,

stand-

This canvas is 
arriving daily and being erected as 
fast as the hands can attend to it. 
The tents already up are tieing equip­ 
ped with cots, and the other things, 
blankets, buckets, candles, and so on, 
will he distributed in 
ample 
time. 
The canvas is practically ail brand 
new, as are the cots, 
and 
the 
old 
soldiers will find material here that 
w'as never before used. 
The bubbling fountains are 
being 
put in 
position 
a t 
various 
places 
throughout the camp. These do away 
with the unsanitary drinking cup and 
allow* one after another 
to 
drink 
from the same stream 
without 
the 
lips touching 
anything 
except 
the 
water. They ir e located at the ends 
of the various streets. 
la rg e piles 
of 
wood 
have 
been 
placed at convenient places 
for 
the 
cooks and all over the camp this fuel 
may be seen ready for use. A saw­ 
mill is in constant operation getting 
more wood ready for this purpose. 
The name of the “tented city” is 
rapidly coming to be realized. Thou­ 
sands of tents are in position and the 
long lines of sombre 
brown 
extend 
for a full mile from the southwest 
edge of town. With the electric lights 
at night the camp 
looks 
especially 
fine. Street signs are in place and 
•-very tent will tie numbered so that 
t will lie as easy to find a veteran’s 
“residence” as it is to locate a house 
in the city. The streets have been giv­ 
en ample width and there will be no 
necessity whatever for crowding. 
While the preparations are in full 
swing at camp woe* at the college 
buildings is also going along rapidly. 
The canvas to be used as mess tent 
for th 
distinguished guests has a r ­ 
rived and is teeing erected between 
the gymnasium and the Old Dormi­ 
tory. An awning has been built over 
the iron steps of the gymnasium so 
’hat the waiters will l*e under cove: 
all the time tney are carrying food 
from the kitchen to the tent. Provi­ 
sions are being made for feeding 300 
guests of honor here, and accommo­ 
dations for 280 will be given in the 
dormitories. 
The floors for some of the office 
tents have been built and are in place. 
The shed for toe cabs is under way 
ut the rear of the Old Dormitory and 
Nixon Field has been staked for the 
tents of the State Constabulary. 
At the field hospital on the Kurtz 
Playground a big supply of all kinds 
of bed linen and other supplies was 
received on Wednesday and distribut­ 
ed. This place will 
be 
thoroughly 
equipped throughout and, isolated as 
it is, will be at an ideal location for 
the comfort of any who may be taken 
ill at the time of the celebration. 
Thirty six takers arrived at the 
big camp to-day and will go into im­ 
mediate 
service 
in 
getting 
their 
equipment in place and ready for use 
next week. They 
will 
be 
followed 
later on by 
a 
veritable 
army 
of 
cooks and bakers. 
These 
men 
are 
coining from all parts of the east. 
The majority will be from Philadel­ 
phia and New Y’ork but the quarter­

sey and Delaware. All will be paid $3 
a day and their transportation will be

The shooting has caused a sensa­ 
tion, for it is declared by a girl that 
Shea, instead of being 
one 
of 
the 
gangsters and drunk, as the police 
allege, came to her aid and was an 
innocent victim of an enraged patrol­ 
man. 
The young 
woman 
declares 
she 
wras crying because of the arrest of 
her brother by Miller and that Shea 
approached and asked her what the 
trouble was. When she told him he 
approached the officer, she says, and 
spoke to him and an altercation fol­ 
lowed. 
Shea, it i? said, never took a drink j 
in his life and was studying for the 
priesthood. 
He 
was 
at home on a 
three weeks’ vacation. 
The policeman’* story is: 
“ While 
on my regular route up 
Warrenton 
street last night I found that persons 
had been throwing bottles out of the 
windows and ordered them to stop. 
“Just then I met 
Shea. 
He 
was 
drunk. I arrested him 
and 
started 
for a box, when we were followed 
by a crowd. 
They 
jeered, shouted 
and pushed at me and knocked off my 
helmet. 
In 
self-defense I drew my 
revolver and fired one shot at ran­ 
dom. I saw' Shea stagger into a door­ 
way and supposed he was only drunk. 
He had my club in his hand. He died 
on the w'ay to the hospital.'* 
According to men who live in the 
vicinity, Shea Was of a quiet disposi­ 
tion and was not 
a 
trouble-maker. 
Superintendent Fierce said Policeman 
Miller would not lie relieved from 
duty pending investigation.
